"Washington, Feb. 3. — The real rause of Woodrww Wilson's 


ikath was a stroke of paralysis, which followed his collapse in the late 
summer of 1919. Like Warren G. Harding, he was stricken while on 
i speaking trip in the west. I'p. to the time of his collapse the coun- 
try thought him a normally healthy uian, but he was far from it. 
He entered the White House with a*well developed start toward j 
Hriglit's disease, whk-h eaused his physicians to predict that he 
never would finish his first term. But by careful devotion to his 1 
doctors' orders, he fought off the malady. He was1 praetieally blind 
iu one eye from a retinal hemorrhage which came while he was still 
»t Prineetou university but the eountry never knew it. Years be- 
fore he had suffered a thrombosis—a blood clot in his arteries—but 
it was in one of his legs and ne¥er developed serious trouble. The
